• The healthy condition of 


Republican organizations in most 
states, compared to bitter in- 
fighting in many 
Democratic 


organizations. 


• A resurgence of Republican 


talent on the state level, appare- 
ntly encouraged by the GOP 
comeback of 1966 and a feeling 
that there's a basic shift taking 
place in voter attitudes. It's more 
attractive to be a Republican 
candidate these days. ' 


Of the 21 Governorships to be 


decided by the voters Nov. 5, the 
Democrats now control 13, the 
Republicans, eight—making the 
Democrats more vulnerable at 
the outset. 


The current political situation 


in the individual states indicates 
that Democrats are clearly fav- 
ored to win only five races, while 
the Republicans lead in 12. 


Among the Governorships now 


held by the Democrats in which 
the Republicans are now favored 
are those in Illinois, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont. On the other hand, there is 
not a single Republican Govern- 
orship which the Democrats are 
clearly favored to win. 


The" precise distribution of 


Governorships after the election 
may well hinge on the outcome in 
four states where the contest is 
currently too close to indicate the 
likely outcome. The states are 
Indiana, Delaware, Montana and 
West Virginia. 


If the four doubtful Governor- 


ships were to split evenly be- 
tween the parties, the Republi- 
cans would make a net gain of 
six Governorships for a new 
balance 32-18 in their favor. If 
the Republicans won all doubtful 
seats, they would make a net 
gain of eight seats. Even if the 
Democrats won all .the doubtful 
seats, the GOP would still gain 
four seats from its current level. 


Governor contests- now listed 


as safe or leaning Democratic" are 
those in Texas, Missouri, North 
Carolina. N o r t h Dakota and 
Utah. Those listed as leaning to 
the Republicans are those in 
A r k a n s a s , 
Arizona, Iowa, 


Kansas, New Hampshire, New 
Mexico. Rhode Island, Vermont 
a n d W a s h i n g t o n . 
T h e 


Republicans appear virtually as- 
sured of winning in Illinois, 
South Dakota and Wisconsin. 


Ironically, a new cloud could 


appear on the Republicans' hori- 
zon if their party wins the 
Presidential election. Maryland 
Gov. Spiro T. Agnew (R), the 
GOP's Vice Presidential nominee, 
would be obliged to give up the

January. And the Maryland Leg- 
islature—heavily weighted to the 
Democrats—would almost surely 
pick a Democratic successor. 


Incidentally, the only Repub- 


lican governor who appears to be 
in ballot box danger this year is 
Montana's Tim M. Babcock. He's 
seeking 
re-election 
on a pro- 


sales tax platform. His Democrat- 
ic opponent is Forrest H. Ander- 
son, the Montana Attorney Gen- 
eral.

WASHINGTON - The deep 


internecine struggle 
in Com- 


munist China has again sur- 
faced. This time Mao Tse-tung 
lias apparently emerged victor- 
ious in a power struggle with 
President Liu Shao-chi. 


The struggle culminates sev- 


eral years of bloody revolution- 
ary activity 
that 
has swept 


acrss 
China, 
accounting 
for 


thousands 
of deaths, serious 


disruptions, and violent charges 
and counter charges by oppos- 
ing factions among that nation's 
rulers. 


Iron censorship has let only 


the merest trickle of informa- 
tion come out of China on these 
serious civil disturbances, but 
enough of the iceberg has shown 
itself to convince China watch- 
ers that its Communist leader- 
ship will be prc-ocupicd with 
self-preservation for years to 
come. 


Some observers have almost 


wholly discounted Red China as 
an exercisablc force on world 


developments for the next 10 or 
20 years. As they view develop- 
ments there, Mao lost a fight 
for control about 10 years ago. 
then 
gradually reversed 
the 


course of politics in his country 
to the point where he regained 
his pre-eminent position. But 
these observers reason, Mao is 
an old man and the end of his 
influence is in sight. When he 
goes, the two opposition factions 


' will fight again for dominance 
over the affairs of China. And 
that fight, like the one just 
ended, will not be resolved in a 
matter of months or even a few 
years. 


The power structure in Asia 


is dominated by the huge China 
mainland 
and population. Its 


basic thrust is anti-democratic 
and anti-American. It appears 
lo have neutralized itself. If the 
Vietnam struggle can be resolv- 
ed. Asia has an opportunity, 
perhaps its last, to align itself 
with 
the 
moderate, peaceful 


progressive forces of the world.

Now Dr. Gideon Goldstein of 


the National Institute o£ Allergy 
is using a drug he calls thymin, 
created from the thymus gland 
of a calf. Dr. Goldstein has 
found that experimental ani- 
mals can be made to develop 
symptoms almost identical with 
those of myasthenia gravis. 


Thymin is probably a hor- 


mone and may, if overproduced 
in the human, be one of the 
factors 
responsible for this 


disease. 
If all of this is true and 


finally substantiated, then it is 
almost inevitable that a sub- 
stance will soon be created to 
fight the effects of the thymin 
and bring fulfillment .to the 
dream that thousands of Ameri- 
cans will be spared the incapa- 
citation of 
this progressive 


muscular disability. 


In the elderly and in some 


special diseases, the bones of 
the body lose their calcium, 
become brittle and often break 


even without injury. This is 
known as osteoporosis and, 
when unchecked, jt results in 
severe incapacitation. 


Many patients develop spon- 


taneous fractures caused almost 
by the weight of the body rather 
than by injury caused by lack of 
calcium in the bone.-In some 
cases the exact cause can be 
found and eliminated with the 
use of sodium phosphate, so- 
dium flouride, high concentri- 
tions of vitamin D and special 
hormones. Because many cases 
fail to respond to this form of 
treatment, new methods have 
had to be sought. Dr. Charles 
Y. C. Pak of the National Heart 
Institute in Maryland undertook 
to treat some of his patients in 
a courageous manner by-inject- 
ing large doses of calcium 
directly into the bloodstream. 
Patients who had 
failed 
to 


respond to any of the previously 
known methods of treatment 
soon began to show evidence of 
increased bone deposits and 
before long were able once 
again to maneuver outside of 
their beds and undertake daily 
activity.

The balance of chemicals like 


calcium and their relationship 
to almost every mechanism of 
the body is truly remarkable. 
Calcium deficiencies are inti- 
mately related to faulty absorp- 
tion in the intestinal tract, 
defects in the 
parathyroid 


glands in the neck and interfer- 
ence with normal kidney func- 
tion. The work of Dr. Pak will 
add greatly to the stockpile of 
information that is now availa- 
ble to help redeposit calcium in 
the weakened bones of the body.

in a suit involving three 


Cass county residents who had 
objected to the merger of their 
country school districts with the 
Dowagiac and Cassopolis high 
school districts. 


The reorganization act pro- 


vides for consolidation of small 
districts into larger kindergar- 
ten through 12th grade units. 


In their suit, the Cass county 


residents challenged the law as 


i an unconstitutional delegation of 
'legislative powers.

The court, however, said the 


act "merely grants to the state 
committee on school reorgani- 
zation authority to implement 
specific goals promulgated by 
the Legislature 
and as such 


does not constitute an abdica- 
tion of the legislative functicr.." 
JUDGE BYRNS UPHELD 


The appeals court ruling fur- 


thermore upholds the decision 
rendered in the case by Berrien 
Circuit Judge Chester Byrns on 
May 10, 1967. 
In dismissing the suit last 


year, 
Byrns had ruled 
the 


plaintiffs were not proper par- 
ties to initiate the action. His 
ruling at that time set guide- 
lines on other legal battles over 
school reorganization 
through- 


out the state.

L A N S I N G ' CAP) - The 


State Court of Appeals Friday 
said it is constitutional 
for 


the state to provide transporta- 
tion for parochial school pupils. 


In an Ingham County case, a 


three-judge appeals panel held 
that a 1963 school bus law does 
not violate a constitutional pro- 
vision against state support to 
religious groups. 


It said the purpose of the law 


"is to help children get to pub- 
lic and nonpublic schools in safe- 
ty and good health in order to 
receive an education and to be- 
come mature and intelligent 
citizens. 


"The purpose of the statute 


being clearly secular, its pri- 
mary effect cannot be said to 
either advance or inhibit reli- 
gion," the court added.
